Ottawa, Nov. 2'^. — The resignation of 
the oflicerB of the GGth Battalion have 
not been received at the militia depart- 
ment. 

Arch. McNee, editor of the "Windeor 
R'jcord, a Liberal paper, was in town 
to-day and saw Premier Laurier. He 
atrongly urged that the government 
should impose a high export duty on 
natural gas or elao prohibit its exporta- 
tion altogether. 

Commercial agent Rennie, now in Ar- 
gentine, writes that although the wheat 
crop Buflered from drought and locuste, 
the republic will have a ([uantity ol 
grain for export. 

At a meeting of the cabinet held this 
afternoon the proposed commisBion to 
WaahingtoQ was under conBideration.

CAPTAIN YOfiKE'S ENTEEPBISE. 

Montreal and New York Capital Interested 
in Klondyke Transportation. 

Montrkal, Nov. 23. — (Special) — The 
presence here of Maitland Kersey, agent 
of the White Star line, and bia relations 

with prominent gentletnen here, con- 
firm the report lliat he is connected with 
the proposed Stickeen river route to 
Klondyke. Capt. Yorke has arrived 
from Tealin lake and liaa begun negotia- 
tions regarding tranaportation to the 
Klondyke. The captain, who is a bro- 
ther-in-law of Ctiief Justice Davie of 
British Columbia, while in New York, 
report saya, made eatisfactory financial 
arrangeirients witli Kersey. SteumerB 
are to run from Victoria to Wrangle, at 
the mouth of tlio Stickeeu river. Other 
HteauierB will be taken to Telegraph 
Creek , 140 miles up the Stickeen river, 
wliere the iiorliige is reached. It ap- 
pears to be underatood that a narrow- 
guage road ia to be bailt, the conatruc- 
lion'Of which will take but a few months. 



QUEBEC LEGlSLATDfiE. 

A New Loan to Be Requested— The Educa- 
tional Reforms Announced. 

Qckhicc, Nov. 2'!. — (.Si)ecial)— The pro- 
vincial legislature was opened this after- 
noon, Lioutenant-Govornor Chapleau 
reading tlie spctfch from the throne. In 
announcing tlio iiieaaurea which the 
members will ha called upon to consider. 
Sir Adolpbe said that amoiii; these a new 
relating lo public instruclion occii|)ied 
the lirBtjihice. This bill would contain 
a provision lor the creation of a ministry 
of public instruction, without, however, 
increasing the niiiiiber of ministers. Ke- 
terring to the financial condition of the 
province, the Lietiluniiut-Uovernor said 
that hia government found it neceaear^ 
to iimko a new loan to meet the deficit 
left bv the late administration. 



IMlIIGltANT TRAFFIC. 

Railway and Steainsblp Associations Com- 
,blne to Cut OfT Outsiders' Com- 



MojNTiiKAi., Nov. 23. — D, McNicoll, 
paBsenger tratSc manager of the O.F.R., 
to-day appended his aiRdature to a joint 
agreement between the principal railway 
companies in the United States and 
Canada <ia one side aud the principal 
trana-Atlantic fiteamablp companies on 
the other side, by which the whole im- 
migration businesB is practically placed 
in the hands of tlio railway and steain- 
ship companies. By this agreement all 
dependant booking odicea are practical- 
ly shut out. It will apply only to the 
United States and not to Canada, a fact 
which will be welcome news to outside 
Rteamshio agents in the Dominion. 
Under the agreement the one per cent. 
commiBBlon which baa hitherto I een 
paid anentB will go direct to the steam- 
ship companiea and represent bo much 
extra revenue. This step ia part of the 
general policy adopted by which the 
railways hope to get lid of all outside 
agents'and ao^boIiBh tne' Bcalping eyil.

ECONOMIES IN NEWFOUHDMND. 

The Winter Administration Proceeding to 
Effect a Large Saving. 

St. Joiin'.s, Nfld., Nov. 23.— On Mon 
day next the members of the cabinet of 
Sir .Tamea Winter, the new premier, will 
seek re-election in their respective con- 
stituencies. There will be no conteatB; 
the Whitewayite opposition allowing the 
elections to go by default. The new 
government is losing no time in initiat- 
ing the policy of reform to which Sir 
James Winter pledged himself during 
the campaign. Already ofhces have 
been abolislied that will ellect a yearly 
Baving of iflS.OOO, and it ia expected tha't 
further reforms along the same lines of 
economy will mean a Ba\ring to the col- 
ony annually of $100,000. 

LONDON'S FIRE BRIGADE. 

The Recent Conflagration Attributed to Its 
Poor Equipment. 

London, Nov. 23.— The Daily Mail, in 
an editorial called forth by the fact that 
the people are marvelling that such a 
fire aa took place on Friday ia poaaiblo 
in Ixindon, ascribes it to neglect to re- 
form the methods of the fire bricade. 
" The fact is," the paper says, " that 
London's showy but ineflectual fire- 
fighting equipment is a decade behind 
that of Montreal or New York. We ap- 
pear .ilmost as unprepared for fire as for 
conflict with any first-rate European 
power. For the same reason tliat we 
have antiquated methods at the war 
office, we are oat of date at fire head- 
quarters." 

GREEKS GOVERNMENT DEFEATED. 

A Dissolution of the Chamber Not Desired 
and the Issue Uncertain. 

:Vtiiens, Nov. 23. — In the Boule yes- 
terday the government was defeated on 
the question of appointing a committee 
of inquiry into certain incideuta of the 
war. There is considerable excitement 
over the defeat. It is believed that the 
cabinet will recommend dissolution of 
the chamber only as a last resource, but 
the various political leaders who liave 
been interviewed on the subject main- 
tain that the present chamber ia power- 
lees to deal with the situation. The de- 
cision of King George is awaited with 
anxiety. 

ODD WAY TO ADVERTISE. 

James Gordon Bennett Suspends His Pink 
Daily and Has It Talked About. 

Ni:w YoiiK, Nov. 23 — One of the jour- 
nalistic erraticiems of .Tames Gordon 
Bennett was displayed yesterday and to- 
day. Yesterday his New York Herald 
announced that hia Evening Telegram 
had ceaaed publication, as an up-to-date 
one cent paper did not pay, and that 
those who are publishing evening papers 
at one cent are fooling themselves, and 
the Telegram proposes to go out of the 
fooling business. 

All the other papers in this city accept- 
ed the statement as gospel truth and 
proceeded to mourn the loss of the pink 
■Telegram and rejoice that there would 
be one competitor lees. To-day tne fol- 
lowing announcement appeared in big 
type in the Herald: "In view of many 
outstanding contracts and its large circu- 
lation, and of other considerations, the 
several editions of the Evening Telegram 
will continue to appear as usual every 
day, with all the latest news and the 
numerous bright features that have 
made the Telegram the favorite evening 
paper of Greater New York." 

ASHAMED OP HIS PATHEK. 

The Son of a Defaulting Church Board 
Treasurer Snicides. 

Chicago, Nov. 2;!.— .Tames S. Oharn- 
ley, the twenty-year old eon of Charles 
J. Charnley, the defaulting treasurer of 
the Presbyterian board of aid for col- 
leges aud acadeinie,j, iliaappeared from 
his uncle'fl house lafll Saliirtlay and com- 
mitted suicide in Jlihvaukee. The hotel 
people found him dead in bed with a 
bullet in his temple, his right hand 
clutching a revolvt^r. Ho had also taken 
a doee of poison. Chagrin at his father's 
sin induced the suicide.

Lo.N'DON, Nov. 23. —The Rt. Hon. 
Charies Ritchie, president of the board 
of trade made an important speech be- 
fore tne chamber of commerce to-day, 
taking as bis theme the decline of Brit- 
ish exports duilng the last ten montbe, 
upon which he hung a grave warning 
against American competition, now 
" ousting British trade." Mr. liitctiie, 
after declaring that the Dingley tariff 
and the engineering dispute were mainly 
re- ponaible for the recent decline of ex- 
ports, and after pointing out that Enp;- 
land had no weapons against the tnrifT, 
said there was a great deal of talk in 
commercial circles about the seriouB 
competition of Germany, but he thought 
they were too apt to overlook a much 
more serioua competitor, tlie United 
States. 

"The facts are serious," he continued, 
" and call upon us for the exercise of alt 
our powers to enable ua to maintain our 
position in the commercial world. There 
is no doubt that the United States is ex- 
pecting orders which oiieht to be exe- 
cuted here. As we all know, an Ameri- 
can firm obtained the contract lor the 
Central underground railway (of L in- 
don), as its bids were lower than those 
of England and it could deliver the sup- 
plies three mouths ahead of Britieh 
tenderers. Many important Continental 
orders are goint to America, 

" The same is to he said of Egypt and 
Japan, where the Americana are doing 
work that Englishmen shonld have 
done. In cons6(|uence of tbo engineer- 
ing dispute many orders are leaving the 
country; and unfortunately those orders 
seldom return. 

"America's successful competition is 
due to her enterprise in embarking 
capita), hut is yet more due to the 
freedom her manufacturers enjoj' of em- 
ploying the best machinery aud working 
it in the most economical manner un- 
trammeled by the restrictions which 
liave hampered manufacturers here. 
Everyone having his country's interesta 
at heart must hope that to-morrow's con- 
ference will lead to a aettlement of the 
unfortucate engineering diapate," 



' CUBAN ADTONOaiY. 

The Minister for ■ the- Colonies Firm -as to 
Glvine Control of the Tariff. 

M a nun), Nov. 23. — A Catalian delega- 
tion had an hour's conference yesterday 
with the minister for the colonies, dur- 
ing which they protested against the 
Cuban tariff being made autonomous. 
The minister replied that he had fully 
considered the general interests of the 
colonies and was convinced that his pol- 
icy alone would lead to a peaceful eoIu- 
tion. lie explained that in dealinirwith 
tlie colonies, national, and not merely 
certain industrial intereste, must bo con- 
sidered and announced hia intention to 
maintain his opinions hefort; the cabinet, 
and if hia colleBgnea disagreed with hitn 
he was prepared to re.-ign. Later, the 
Catalian delegation telegrnjihed to their 
friends in Barcefona to abs.tain from tak- 
ing part in the demonstration in honor 
of Gen. Weyler. It is rumored that 
there are dissensions among the luinis- 
tera. The Commercial Union of Jladrid 
supporta autonomy. 

Premier Sagasta, formally reply intr to- 
day to the Catalian deputation, declared 
that the government of Spain could iri 
no way modify its programme of 
autonomy for Cuba. He expressed the 
hope that the Cuban assembly would 
elect a commisfiion which would co- 
operate with a Spanish comiuiesion iu 
determining the commercial relations 
liotween Cuba and Spain bv considering 
their mutual inieresta. Thia ia inter- 
preted as meaning that the cabinet will 
adopt the scheme of Senor Moret, the 
minister for the colonies, announced to 
the delegation yeaterdiiy.

A Farmer's Head Cut Oir While He Slept-

MoNTKEAL, Nov. 23. — A terrible mur- 
der is reported from St. Ganut, county 
of Two Mountains. Mrs. Pourier, who 
resides with her husband a short dis- 
tance Irom the village, left yesterday to 
make purchases tliere. On returning 
she found her husband murdered in bed, 
his head being almost severed from the 
hodj. The crime was evidently com- 
mitted while the man was asleep. 

EUROPE AGAINST AMERICA. 

The Great Industrial Contest Advocated by 
An Austrian Politician. 

Nkw Yokk, Nov. 23. — The Evening 
Post's London correspondent cables that 
Count Colucbowaki'a appeal to Europe 
"is interpreted into a battle-cry of a 
commercial war of pan-Kurope vs. pan- 
America. England was not included in 
Europe in Count Coluchowski's mind, 
nor can lie have had the Dinglev tarifl' 
chiefly in mind, for it hardly affects 
Austria. More probably this ia the 
lateat pliaee of tlie rapprochement be- 
tween Austria and Hueaia." 

The Vii-nna correspondent of the Lon- 
don Standard, acconlinii to thia cable- 
gram, aaserls that Count Coluchowaki 
referred to the competition in imported 
corn and beef, witii wbich, after tiie 
completion of the Siberian railroad, 
Rusaia means to supply Europe, sup- 
planting American, Argentine and In- 
dian competition. 

BLACK PRINCE ROUTED. 

Success of a British Punitive Expedition in 
Alrica. 

BiiAHs, Guinea Coaat, Nov. 23. — The 
column of troops commanded by Mafor 
Arnold, consisting of 1,080 men belong- 
ing to the Niger constabulary, ivith field 
and Maxhn guna, which has been sent 
to subdue the slave-raiding Prince of 
Idau, wIk) was entrenched in a place 
four davB' marcli from the river, and who 
for months previous to tliQ departure of 
the troopa had been raiding the Ako 
tribea for sixty mik's around headiinar- 
tere. landed at Ktol)e on November II, 
and marched direct to the prince'H 
Etronf.'liold. Tlie latter was defeiuled by 
•100 ^una iuid 1()() rifles. Tiiere waa a 
hot engagement in front of tlie tou'n. 
The liritiHli lorcea cliarneil up tlie (iiglit- 
foot wall surroiHidiin; the jilace and 
routed the defendera. The prince 
fled to tlie bush and the town waa 
evacuated and burned on November LS. 
The enemy lost heavily. The Britisli 
forces bad two men killed and twelve 
men wounded. 



AUSTRALIAN DUST STOIIM. 

Many Towns in the Colony of Victoria 
Severely Visited. 

MiJi.iiounNi:, Nov. 23. — A duat storm 
swept over the northwest portion of the 
colony on Friday evening. It was 
especially severe ia the Wimmera dis- 
trict, where several towns suflered, 
many cburcbes and buildings being in- 
jured. Damage to the amount of i;60,- 
000 was done.

A COUNTESS KILLED. 

Thrown Out ut a Trap AVtiile Returning 
;. ' ' trom a Shooting Party. 

London, "Nov. 23. — ^The Oountees of 
Lathom, while returning from a ehoot- 
ing party to-day, waa thrown out of a 
trap and killed, near Wigan, Lancaster. 
The Countesa was formerly J^ady Alice 
Villiers. The was tho aecond daughter 
of the fourth Earl of Clarendon, and 
married the Earl of Lathom in 18(30. 
They had four children, two aons and 
two daughters. The eldest aon is Lord 
Skelsmeradale. The Earl of Lathom ia 
the Lord Chamberlain of tho houaehold 
of the Queen. 

The Countess of Lathom was driving 
home to Lathom Hall in a phaeton, ac- 
companied by Lady I^eitrim and Lady 
Evelyn Mason, The coachman was 
sitting behind. A slackened rain 
getting under the tail of one of the 
horses irritated the anima,! and caused 
the accident at the very gates of Lathom 
park. The horse appeara to have kicked 
the Countesa into a ditch full of water. 
She was carried to her apartments un- 
conecioua. Lord Lathom, who waa im- 
mediately summoned, arrived only in 
time to see his wife expire. Death was 
due partly to the immeraion and partly 
to concnasion of the brain. 

The Countess waa immensely popular 
in Lancaahire and prominent in every 
charitable work. 



THE GULDBNSUPPE MURDER. 

Ttiis Famous Case for the Second Time Be- 
fore a Jury, 

New Yoisk, Nov. 23.— District Attor- 
ney Young this afternoon began his ad- 
dress to the jury in the Thorn case. 
Referring to the previous trial, he told 

in detail the history of the crime, which 
he said had been carefully conceived 
and skilfully carried out. " You may 
look in vain through the pages of crim- 
inal jurisprudence," said Mr. Young, 
" to find a case ao fraught with skilful 
cunning and deliberate, devilish, mur- 
derous ingenuity of purpose." Mr. 
Young occupied just half an hour pre- 
senting the case, and concluded at ten 
minutes past two o'clock. 

John McGuire, one of the boys who 
found the lirat bundle in the Eivat river, 
was called as the first witness, aa he had 
been at the previous trial. McGuire de- 
scribed the finding of the upper portion 
of the headless trunk, and identified the 
clothes and other wrapping found at the 
foot of East llOth street on June 2(1 last. 
James A. Walah, the official photograph- 
er for tho New York police, identified a 
photograph of jjart of a human body aa 
one he had taken at the New York 
morgue. The photograph was then ad- 
mitted in evidence and marked for iden- 
tification. The findine of the bundle 
containing the lower part of the 
trunk in Ogden woods, near 17Gth 
street and UnderclilF avenue, New York, 
waa described by Jail na Meyer, his 13- 
vear-old son and two police officers. 
Police officers Jones and Collins told of 
the finding of the legs at the Brooklyn 
navy yard. The prosecution had now 
proven the finding of all parta of the 
body with the exueption of tho head. 
Isaac Newton, the morgue keeper teati- 
fied to his receiving the jfarta of the 
body, and on crosa-eiamination by Mr. 
Howe, he said that Dr. O'Hanhin, a 
deputy coroner, had aawed oO' a part of 
the bone of one of tho lega, which one 
be could not remember. Thia left a 
smooth surface, as it was done with a 
fine tooth aaw. The protruding 
bones of the other leg had 
a jagged surface. Just what Mr. 
Howe hoped to get out of this admission 
was not apparent, but he seemed very 
much pleaaed when Newton told it. 
Frank Gardiner, a bath attendant who 
ia employed at the Murray Hill Turkiah 
hatha, aaid he had frequently seen Gul- 
densuppe nude and described the marks 
on his body. The portions of the muti- 
lated body he saw at the morgue un- 
doubtedly were part of the misaiug 
man's body. 

AuguBt Peterson, a nephew of Gulden- 
suppo, identified four pliotograplia of Ids 
uncle and deecribed the uiarks on the 
body. The portions in the morgue were 
parts of hia uncle's body, he said. After 
JuHtice Maddox had cautioned the jurors 
not to talk to anyone or to form an opin- 
ion about the case, court waa adjourned 
until 9:30 to-morrow morning. 

OFFICERS' DUELS. 

Two In Germany in One Day With Fatal 
Results. 

Bkri.in, Nov. 23. — A senBation was 
caused in this city to-day liy the report 
that two duels had been fought with 
army oflicera as the i)rincipala. The 
first report came from Oolborg, Prusaia. 
It stated that dpt. \mu flaine and Capt, 
von Oatrowapki hail ioutjht a duel there, 
and that the liutcr had liecn danger- 
ously allot. Bulh men buloiig to the 
eaiiie reuiinoiii, 6tatione<i at that place, 
and it in iillftred that llaino had seduced 
ids viclnii'ri ^vife. The second duel waa 
fouLiht lit firemen, and the princifialH 
were Lii'ut. Keiginaiul, of the 75th 
Ki'jjiiiieiit, who mortally ahot Lieut, 
.-iclienold, of the aamo regiment. 

STAU V im CUBAN PEASA N TS. 

Spanish Government to Spend a Hundred 
Thousand Dollars for Their Kelief. 

Havana, Nov. 23,— Marshal Blanco, 
the captain-general of Cuba, has been 
authorized by the government ut Ma 
dridtoaign a credit for .'fl00,000 to be 
devoted to the immediata relief of the 
sulloring peasants, who have been gath 
ered in the vicinity of the towns occu- 
pied by the Spanish troops.

WBYLER'S WELCOME HOME. 

The Returned Soldier Proclaims Himself the 
'Friend of National Production, 

Bahcelona, 'Nov. 23.— The Spanish 
steamer Montserrat, with General Wey- 
ler aboard, arrived here this morning, 
and the former captain-general of Cuba 
immediately debarked. 

BlADitiiJ, Nov. 23.— The official report 
of the landing of General Weyler at Bar- 
celona differa from the independent re- 
ports. The former says the General 
lauded without the demonstration in 
hia honor assuming the proportions an- 
ticipated and that as he traversed the 
streets the public appeared indiflerent. 
Continuing, the oflicial version of the 
afTair adds that six gala carriages await- 
ed theGeneial, but the crowd was small 
and no enthuaiaam was manifested ; that 
there were no delegations of . students or 
politioiana, and that no windows were 
decorated. 

An independent report of the affair 
says ; A number of bands and choirs 
took part in the welcome extended to 
General Weyler, and the Montserrat waa 
met by many boats decorated with flaga. 
When the General landed, accompanied 
by General Montener, he entered the 
carriage of Deputy Saladerigas, and on 
the way to the latter'a house. General 
Weylor cried : " Long live national pro- 
duction," The General also called for 
cheers for Spain and Spanish Cuba, 
which met with enthuaiastic responses 
from the populace. 

The General will remain in Barcelona 
for two days, and on leaving here will go 
to Pahna, island of Majorca, his birth- 
place, where the inhabitants have been 
preparing to give him a hearty welcome. 
He will arrive in Madrid about the 
middle of December. 

It is anderatood in Barcelona that 
General Weyler will hold aloof from the 
Carlista and Republicans, hut he desires 
to pose a champion of the " national 
production " act, na reorganizing the 
CouBorvative party, nnd in order to 
realize bis protectionist idea he will 
vigorously oppose the granting of tarifl' 
autonomy to Cuba. General Weyler, 
addressing a number of hia friends 
shortly after his arrival here, expreaaed 
great regret at hie recall from Cuba, and 
added that he waa particularly annoyed 
at the attitude of certain newspapers 
which declared that he favored the in- 
surgents. Continuing, the General re- 
marked ; " Spanish soldiers, however, 
have the same contempt for these papers 
as they have for filibusters." 

Referring to the concentration of the 
Cuban peasants near the towns of the 
island, General Weyler explained that 
he deemed such a step necessary because 
thuy were "spies and the most devoted 
friends of the enemy." 

in regard to autonomy. General Wey- 
ler siiid: " Autonomy in Cuba would be 
moat unfortunate lor national industry. 
The richest of Cuba belongs to Spain 
and autonomy means the disappearance 
of Spanish workmen and the riches of 
theisland, and conipletemieery through' 
out the ialand. There is as much rea 
son lor Catalonia, the Balearic islands 
and the other provinces to aak for auto 
nomy as Cuba." 

After the crowd about deputy Saladri- 
ga's bouBe had cheered General Weyler 
until he appeared on the ba)cony, the 
former commander of the Spaniau forces 
in Cuba cried: "Long live the King 
Spanish Cuba and National labor.' 
Addreeaing an industrial deputation 
which waited upon him later. General 
Weyler said he had always been a pro- 
tectionist and was resolved to defend tiie 
cauae of national production. Coutinu 
ing, Weyler remarked : " I have never 
been a politician, but I am simply a 
Spanish soldier. During my stay in 
Cuba I did my utmost to improve the lot 
of the soldier, and now I shall devote 
myself to improving the lot of the work- 
man." 

The friends of General Weyler say the 
popular demonstration waa not ao big 
to-day becanse be was not expected to 
arrive here until to-morrow, when it 
waa intended to make a demonstration 
in his honor. 



German Emperor Involved, 
Paris, Nov. 23.— Ex- President Caa^ 
rnir-Perier In an interview to-day de 

clined to confirm or deny the story told 
by the Paris correspondent of the Dailv 
Chronicle regarding the connection ol 
Emperor William of Germany with the 
Dreyfus affair. 

Fire in the Hold. 
London, Nov. 23. — The British steam- 
er Wiatow Hall, Captain Jones, which 
arrived at Havre yesterday from New 
Orleans, reports that No. 1 hold had a 
fire since November 12. Twenty-one 
feet of water haa been piimped in and 
thollamea are apparently extinguished. 

Gerinriny in China. 
London', Nov. 23. — According to a 
apecial despatch from Berlin, received 
here to-day, the German government 
considers the land occupied by the forces 
of Germany at Kiao Ghou bay, Shantun 
peninsula, China, to be insufficient for a 
iinval etation, and proposes to enlarge its 
holdiiiga there, diplomatiially if pos 
aible.

THE STICKEEN ROUTE. 

The Post-Intelligencer is crawling into 
a hole oil the question of the Stickeen 
route. It flrat took the position that 
Canadian goods could not go up the 
Stickeen at all without the periuissiou of 
the United States. Then it denied that 
the river was navigable. Now it says that 
no eteamer has ever gone from a Cana- 
dian port np the Stickeen. This is a 
very discreditable statement for a news- 
paper of the pretensiona of the Post-Iii- 
telligencer to make. That we may not 
appear to bo misrepresenting the Seattle 
paper we quote its language: 

To assert the right of free navigation 
of the Stickeen and to avoid custoina iri- 
Bpection, it will be neceseary for veeeels 
to steam fron Victoria or other British 
Columbia ports through to Telegraph 
Creek without touching American soil. 
This never has been done; and declara- 
tions that it can be are nousensical. In 
the first place, no vessel equipped to 
make the run from Victoria to Fort 
Wrangel can go up the Stickeen. And, 
in the second place, no boat which can 
navigate the river could live in the 
waters that must be traversed between 
Fort Wrangel and any British Columbia 
point. 

As to the proposition that no vessel 
can go from Victoria and up tlie Stickeen 
without touching American soil, it ia un- 
true, and has been proved untrue by 
more than one steamer in timea past. 
For several years Captain Moore ased to 
make such trips regularly in the West- 
ern Sloi)e. There is not the least reason 
why a largo steamer like the R. P. 
Uiihet, which can go to Wrangel with 
perlect safety, cannot ascend the Stick- 
een past the boundary line. Upon the 
second proposition, that no boat that 
can go up the Stickeen can live in the 
waters between Wrangel and any British 
Columbia port, the only ans-wer 
necessary ig that tlio Hudson's 
Bay Conij)aiiy'd ateanicr Caledonia 
made two trips between I'ort Sini))- 
Bon, B.C., and the upper Stickeen this 
year, and could have made trips all the 
summer and all the fall, if business had 
ofTered in time to permit of the neces- 
sary arrangements being made. She 
made several trips between the aainc 
points last year, and has always made 
them wiicuever thy biiHineea ol lhi> com- 
l^aiiy rei|aired lier to do so. 

In view of these facts, what is the use 
of the Post-Intelligencer continuing its 
falsehoods. It may asseverate till dooms- 
day that the trip cannot be made, but it 
cannot alter the fact that it has been 
made whenever any ■'reight offered for 
the trip. 

So much for what has been done and 
can be done. Now for what may be 
done. A very considerable amount of 
the traffic up the Stickeen will atop at 
Wrangel and go thence up the river, be- 
ing bonded through the lower part of the 
river. This will l)e, as the Seattle paper 
says, neitl:er "dillicult nor irksome." 
15 lit some of the transportation com pan 
iea may prefer to avoid even the slight 
delay at Wrangel and may put on a 
steamer direct from Victoria to what is 
known as Hunter's Post, that is the con- 
ventional boundary line, transshipping 
goods there to the river steamers. La- 
ter there is no manner of doubt tliat a 
railway will bo built from the Stickeen 
river to a -point oa the British Columbia 
coast. The distance will be no greater 
from such a point to Telegraph Oreek 
than from Wrangel to Telegraph Greek. 
This will give a route opeu all the year 
round from tide water in British Colum- 
bia to the Yukon. This we expect to 
BOO ready tor trallic during the latter part 
of the season of 1899. 

The hostility which the Post-lntolli- 
gencer is evincing to the gtickeen route 
li explainable , only oh , the /flBBumptlon 



that it ia inspired by silly jealousy, or 

by an absurd idea that people buying 
goods in Seattle will have some advan- 
tage at Dyea or Skagway over those who 
buy goods in Victoria. The truth of 
the matter is that goods taken into the 
Canadian i''ukon, across territory In pos- 
BRBsion of the United States, will not be 
subject to anv un reason able delay. The 
customs house ofiicera of the United 
Slates will e.\-pe.ciite their progress, and 
all tlie delay will bo the little that is 
necessary to arrange about bonding. 

oods from the United States will, it is 
true, pass across the strip in possession 
of the United States without being 
bonded, but when they reach the Cana- 
dian frontier they will have to be held 
until they havo passed the customs 
there, and from 25 to lit) per cent, duty 
has been paid upon them. No one in 
Victoria has ever claimed that goods 
purchased in the United States cannot 
be taken up the Stickeen river. Of 
course they can be, only before they can 
go by that route duty must be jiaid upon 
them. The great advautago in having 
Canadian goods, apart from the lirst 
cost and the duties, is that when 
steamer with a load ol Canadian 
goods starts up the river, she will 
not bo delayed on reaohing the 
boundary; but if her load consists in 
wliole or in part of goods purchased in 
tlio United States, it will bo necessary to 
stop and pass the custoius. As every 
delay is a matter of importance during 
the short season of travel, people going 
up the Stickeen will naturally buy Cana- 
dian goods, even if there was no ques- 
tion of duties. So also at the head of 
Lynn Canal, coeds, no matter where 
purchased, will be delayed in transit. 
If they aro Canadian goods they will bo 
delayed long enough to bond them; it 
they are United States goods destined 
for points in the Canadian Yukon they 
must be delayed long enough to be ex- 
amined, and then their owner must put 
Ilia hand in hia pocket and pay from 2b 
to 30 per cent, duties. Thus is appears 
that by any route that can be chosen the 
advantage will be on the side of the man 
who has bought his gooda in Canada. 

There ia another class of people who 
aeem to have been overlooked altogether 
in the discasaion. This is the class who 
will (TO to- Alaska by way of the Utip«-r 
Yukon. Thousands and perhaps tent- uf 
thousands will go into Alaska ne.Nt 
year. Many of them will certainly gu 
b}' way of the Passes or the .Stickeen 
They will of course buy their outfits for 
the most part in the United States, 
Alaska being United States territory, 
and will have to bond them for the 600 
miles journey through Canada. Does 
the Post-Intelligencer, which is clamor' 
ing tor obstacles in the way of 
Canadian goods in transit across 
Alaska, not realize how very readily 
the Canadian cnstoms authorities 
can put obstacles in the way of these 
people? If it did, it would probably see 
that the United States lias more to ask 
from Canada than Canadians tiave to 
ask from the United States. We havo 
rarely seen such an exhibition of ignor 
ant and arrogant stupidity as the Post- 
Intelligencer haa given in discussing 
this subject. Fortunately for the peo 
pie of the United States, the authorities 
at Washington know tliat tlioy have 
more to ask than they will be asked to 
grant, and therefore there will he no 
needless difhculty placed in the way of 
Canadian trafhc. In return for this 
Canada will be willing to facilitate 
every way the transit in bond of goods 
from the United States destined for 
Alaska. We are confident that next 
year there will be no diiliculty raised by 
the oflicers of either government, but 
trade will drop naturally into its proper 
channel, which is all that Victoria de- 
sires. 



their plan into effect next year, because 

even they are not ao absurd as to expect 
to get control of the house at the next 
session. The next election will not be 
held under any plan of redistribution 
devised by those gentlemen. Let ua for 
the Buke of the argument concede that 
the present government proposes to hold 
the next elections with the constituen- 
cies divided exactly as at present. We 
do not Buy that this ia the case; but the 
plan in question was framed upon the 
supposition that such is to bo the case 
and hence must be considered from that 
point of view. This brings ua to the 
second question. 

Suppose the Opposition win at the 
next elections, will they feel bound to 
call the house together at onco, paaa a 
redistribution bill, order a dissolution 
and go to the people in order that there 
may be no more legialation by a body 
which is alleged to be so unrepresenta- 
tive as the present legislature? 
Question three naturally is : 
If the Opposition will not do this, how 
can they justify omitting to do so? 
Question four may very ])roperly be ; 
If we are not to havo two elections in 
189S in order that the alleged inequal- 
ities of representation may be corrected, 
when may we expect the second election , 
presuming, of course, that the Opposi- 
tion win next year? 

When the date of redistribution has 
been fixed, another tjuestion will at once 
arise. We give this as number five. 

What districts are to have their re- 
presentation reduced? 
The sixth question is : 
What districta are to have their repre- 
sentation increased? 

It is evident that before our Opposi- 
tion friends can answer these questions 
they must be prepared to say when the 
redistribution is to take efFect and also 
to prognosticate with accuracy , the 
movement of population in the mean- 
time. The latter will certainly be a 
very difficult thing to do. 

Wo confess to some surprise that the 
thing called a platform lays any stress 
on the matter of rediatribution. The 
party now in power in this province have 
never shown any disposition not to 
make the representation conform to 
what seemed to be the just rights of the 
several sections of the province from 
ti'ue to time. It is reasonable to infer 
taat they will maintain the same policy 
and continue to make such changes in 
the distribution of the representatives as 
Boems to be necessary. But since the 
New Westminster convention of Malcon- 
tents has declared for redistribution, ^ve 
submit that they ought to go a little 
further and tell us juBt what they mean 
by it. May we beg one of their news- 
paper organs to answer the above ques- 
tions?

stones of their policy the principle that 
representation should go according; to 
poi)ulation, for surely it could not bo 
claimed that so excellent a principle 
might propsrly be applied in one legis- 
lative body and not in another. But 
Mr. Templeman is booked for the Senate, 
and there is no reasonable objection to 
suggesting now that rep. by i)op. is good 
Ijtberal doctrine even in a(inalified form,

A memorable drowning accident, in 
which sixteen livoa were lost on tlie Col- 
umbia river aa far back us 1861), ia 
brought to.iniud by a letter recently re- 
ceived by Mr. D, F. Adams, of this city, 
asking for information of one Daniel 
Cotey, nicknamed Dan Whiteside, who 
disappeared about that time. The letter 
comes from Joseph L, Cotey, of Grand 
Rapids, Wisconain, a brotlierof tho man 
of whom information ia wanted. 

Daniel Cotoy, the letter alates, was 
known to have been in (JueanGllein IStJG 
or 1SC7, and the brother writes that his 
aged mother wanta to hear from the 
missing man before she dies. Dan 
Ootey in 1856 went to California, 
and a few years later to Cariboo, 
aud was last heard of at Qneanelle. It 
was thought he might have been one of 
the party drowned in the terrible acci- 
dent of which iMr, Adama ia one of tiio 
few survivors, Mr. McArthur, who was 
in town a few days ago from Lome creek, 
romombers Dan Cotey aa Dan White- 
aide, and so do many other old timers. 
It was believed at lirat that he iuii,'lit 
have been one of the two men drowned 
in the Columbia a few days before Mr. 
Adams' party met with their terrible 
experience, but tliat turns out not to be 
the case, nor can it be found where he 
went to. 

The drowning accident of which Mr. 
Adams is a survivor ia told of 
in tha British Colonist of May 
;n, 1866. At that time the fiuda 
of gold in tho Big Bend were causing a 
great mining excitement just as the 
Kloudyke is now, and many were the 
men who flocked to tho new diggings in 
the aearch of wealth. On May 11), ISGG, 
Mr, Adama and a party of 24 men started 
from McCuUock'a creek. They took 
puBsage in a largo old Hudson's Bay 
boat and proceeded do vn tho river till 
they came to tho head of Little Death 
rapids when all but four landed. i\Ir. 
Adams and three others pulled the boat, 
ateored by Ciiptain Lenuoy, for a couple 
of milea further wlieii tlie rest of the 
party overtook Ihoiii, and though the 
dangerous part of tho river had nottjeen 
passed, all but three being tired of walk- 
ing boarded the boat again. With- 
in a short time tbe boat 
came to a riffle and shipped considerable 
water. Several of the rowers became 
panic-stricken, and although three or 
four strokes would have palled the boat 
to snfoty the opportunity waa allowed to 
paai. A man aitting in the bow waa told 
by Mr. Adams to tlirow the lino aEliore, 
and tills could easily have been done, 
but the rope was foul or the man too 
frightenetl, and away went the unman- 
ageable boat and capaizipd in a deep, 
boiling ho\a. Mr. Adams, C. .A. Lyndeii, 
Fred. (Jiiick and Capt. Louis Lonnoy 
cliini; to the boat, and just aa ahe got 
aixjvn ilie main rapids, down which iio- 
thiii',' cijuld have liveii, Mr. Adania man- 
aijeii to catch a floating oar, held it out 
to some men on tho shore and 
the boat waa pulled in. Phillip 
Mallett and James Nicholson managed 
to swim ashore, but the others were all 
drowned, The victiina were : .7ohn G, 
McKiel, of Greenwich, New Brunaw ick ; 
Wm, P. Cold well, St. Andrew's, N.B. ; 
C. .1. Kirliy, of San Francisco; Josepli 
Detort, John iMjrdem, 1! ichard Ilarvoy, 
I'Mward (lilbert, Richard Goldswortby, 
Wni. Ricbarda, of Victoria ; Wm. Uoctk- 
iiia, of Victoria ; A. T. Grim ; Joe, of the 
Now ICnglaud Bakery, Victoria; Edwaril 
Daunet, and another whose name is not 
civcn. 

And this is tho story of a misfortumi 
which, though no doubt Well reuiem- 
bered by the old-timers, is new lo many 
people who Ik'.vc aiuce come to the 
province.

He does not show hia Indian parentage 
but when bo caiuo to be sworn he aaid 
that although he ia seventeen years of 
age he can neither read nor write, had 
never been to church nor echool, and 
did not know the nature of an oath nor 
what tho other witneeaea were doing 
when they kissed tlie Bible. The lad 
seems a veritable untutored savage, and 
hia disregard tor the truth does not 
seem to be from any vicioueiiess, but 
from tho utter unconaciousneea that it is 
wiong to lie. I! bad told the police his 
first atory, ho eaiu, because he thought 
he would escape jail tbe easier. In this 
province, with scbools everywhere and 
education free to all, a case of this kind, 
especially in the heart of the thickest 
settled portion uf the Ooast, seems 
almost incredible,

How Hie Scliolleld Party Enjoyed 
Tlieir Plenie Down the 
Yukon. 



A Nutrget Worth Half a Tliouaaud 
Dollars— Lifo iu tlie Klou- 
dyke. 



As a fair B.nnple experience the follow- 
ini; (iceount of tlio trip of R. G. Scho- 
field's party to distant Dawson City, 
and Mr. Schodeld's eabsequent doings 
in that {anaous metropolis of the Klon- 
dyke, will be rend with interest by many 
Victorians. Tlie letter benre dale of the 
20th August, although it has only re- 
cently reached the iiundaoi tlio Victoriaii 
to whom it was addressed. Aside from 
the mere tuention of a $580 nugcet, it is 
essentially not a live news letter — but it 
is nevertlieleea intei-ealing as well as 
valuable to tlioso who have friends in 
the Upper Yulion country, and who 
may tliemselves bo looking Klondyl;e- 
ward. 

"Well, we had a ])retty rouyh time 
getting here," says Mr. Scholield, " aw 
we had to pack our outfits for about 25 
miles, up to the summit, and then eleigti 
oar goods down to the lakes. We croeeed 
Lake Liademan on the ice to Lake Ben- 
nett. There we pitched our tent and 
camped until our boat waa built. Wtieu 
the ice bad cleared off the lake, we 
started once more on our journey to- 
wards the mighty Yukon, and arrived at 
the mouth of the Klondyko on the 7th of 
June — a little more than two montha 
from Victoria. 

" We hud many narrow escapes from 
getting wrecked by alrikini: the largo 
boulders iu some of tiie rivers before wo 
reached the Yukon, but after wo readied 
the Yukon it waa a picnic. The river is 
wide and deep, with a awitt current, so 
we had nothing to do but sit in our boat 
and drift witii the current. We made 
the journey from the head of Lake Ben- 
nett to the Klondyke, a distance of 
nearly 600 miles, in eight days — besides 
camping every night. 

" There are three bad places on the 
route— -the canyon which all the boats 
nave to run, and then a little farther on, 
the White Horse rapids, wliere seven- 
teen lost their Uvea two years ago while 
■ trying to run the rapids. Then comes 
the Five Fingers rapids, where we came 
very near getting swamped. After that 
it is simply a pleasure trip. 

" Times are pretty lively here. Fif- 
teen dollars a day is the lowest pay at 
the diggings, and ten dollars for laboring 
work in town. Carpenters in town get 
their fifteen dollars a day, and the town 
is growing fast. It already has any 
number of saloons, dance halls — where 
the miners dance with the girls — and 
fsambling bouaea in full awing, night and 
day. Here they play for big stakes, and 
all'drinks are 50 cents. There is very 
little coin in circulation. It is all gold 
dust. When one goes up to the bar to 
take something, he simply throws liia 
sack of dust to the bartender, and he 
weighs oir the amount— and you bet 
they weigh it pretty well and quickly, 
too. 

" Myself and two more have got a con- 
tract, or " lay," as they call it here, for 
the winter, on one of the claims on 
Hunker creek. We have contracted to 
take out 150 feet of pay-dirt; we get half 
the gold taken out and the owner of the 
claim the other half. We have to find 
our own sluice-boxes and cut about 
thirty cords of wood for burning with. 
You see the ground is all frozen to bed- 
rock, so they' have to thaw it out with 
fires. It is a slow and tiresome process, 
but it is the only way they can sink a 
shaft. 

"This is unquestionably one of the 
richest placer digging camps that ever 
was struck. There will bo tons of gold 
taken out of the claims this winter. I 
saw a nugget only the other day, taken 
out fif one of the claims on the El 
Dorado, that weighed .'frj-SO. I waa out 
prospecting all last summer, but did not 
Btrike anything worth working. There 
is a big crowd of men here now, and they 
are still coming in from the outside. 
They think erub is going to be scarce 
this winter. Luckily wu got ours in al- 
ready, so we are all right. 

"To-morrow we start to build a log 
liouee in town, and then we go up to the 
diggings and build a cabin on the claim 
we are going to work ou, and cut our 
wood. Then we shall return and wait 
until everything freezes up. Then we 
go up to the diggings and commence to 
sink our holes, ami lirilt on bedrock. I 
intend to make a good thing out of it. 

" 01 course it is clianctj work. A 
great many of the claims dou'L turn out 
as rich us oi;(t cxiiuctH, iiiid others tarn 
out richer. Sr.mo of tliw chums on El 
Dorado paid as hiirh as three thousand 
dollars to the square foot this season. 
Of course this creek I am g-oing on has 
neither been worked nor prosfiected very 
much yet, but everybocly thinks it is 
going to Ijb another El Dorado. 1 hope 
it is— for so much the better for those 
who have got lays on it. 

" We had the first frost of the season 
yesterday morning, and they say it will 
freeze every night now until winter sets 
in. The lakes freeze up next inontli and 
keep solid until next May. There will 
be a big rush in hero next Bi)rinL'i and 
the country will bo overdone. It is a 
hard country to livo in. There is lota of 
hard work and jjoor grub. Wliun one 
goes to work in the diggings ho lias got 
to pack Iris grub up to where ho is going 
to work. Of course in tlie fall they 
sleigh it up, liut in summer one has to 
pack it on his back over rough trails. 
They usually pack at ni?htB, as it is 
much cooler."

VISITED WITII VENGEANCE. 

The Murderers of Voii Hagen, of New 
Guinea, Bring Devastation Upon 
Their Villages. 

The German \s'arBhip Falke has just 
returned to New South Wales from an 
extended cruise amoDR the South .Sea 
Islands— a cruise that has been decided- 
ly eventful, in that its object was the 
working of vengeance upon the murder- 
ers of Acting Governor von Hagen of 
New Guinea. 

On receivinR news of thia fresh illus- 
tration of native savacery, the Falko, by 
attacking the village in which the mur- 
derers of the late acting governor were 
supposed to be secreted, so far terrorized 
tlie natives, that they broiiRht into 
Stepluuieort, the phice of I'eaidenco of 
Ilerr von llageu, tlio huada of two Solo- 
mon island boys who \s-erR wanted 
for the murder, and who proved to liave 
been two who escaped from impris'on- 
meut when under coDdnement on !i 
charge oibaving two years ago mnrderwi 
the German explorer Ehler and hin 
party. 

The commander of the Falke declined 
to be pacifled by these retributive uieas- 
ures ; the bombardment continued ; and 
the village waa practically swept away. 
At Berlinhapen (ALy Island), where the 
natives had attacked a boat's crew from 
the German cruiser Moewe and had 
spared some of the men, the Falkecalled 
only to find that the village had already 
been visited and annihilated by the 
Moewe. 

A TIMELY ILLUSTRATION 

or tbe Letters to " Home Papers" By Which 
Victoria May Benefit. 

Mr. Arthur Longfiold, F.V.C.M., or- 
ganist of St. John's church in this city, 
has the following letter in the St. James' 
Gazette of the 4th instant: 

" Having come out here last spring to 
a musical appointment, I have often in 
my leisure hours visited the wharves 
and the various steamers that were load- 
ing for Dyea, Skagway, St. Miehael'B, 
etc., en route to tbe Klondyke; and may 
I aak you to publish this to warn all my 
fellow-countrymen wiio may ha coming 
out iu tlie spring on no account to take 
the route via .Seattle, as, if thoy do they 
will find when the etenmer cilia here 
they will have fully .'SO per cent, duty to 
pay on their ontlits, Healtlu not being in 
Canadian territory. I met with some 
miners who had como that way and the 
merchants there had led thain to believe 
that no duties would be collected, and 
wlicn they were ptopped hero some of 
them had not suflicient cash to i)ay, the 
result being they had to turn hack. 

" But these men were annoyed still 
more when they went round Victoria 
and found they could have purchased all 
their goods cheaper here thfvn in the 
.States, and saved the duty as well. One 
miner on comparing his invoices with 
the prices chamed here found that ou 
his (iiitlit, for wliiidi lie hud paid $'.'00, he 
would have fiavcd i|uite .'r.'il) in addition 
to the duty. My only object in writini: 
this iH to eaviJ my fellow-conntrynion 
from Ijeiiig led into ii similar trap, as I 
find the mercliante in the stutea are iaau- 
inc sumo very misleadiiit,' Htateiiieuta aa 
to the collection of duty. 

"If anyone should want any fiiitlier 
information I shall be glad to give it to 
the best of iny ability if tiiey enclose 
stamp for reply. The best route toeonie 
is by Dominionor Allan line of steamers 
to Halifax, and then by C.P.R. riRht 
through to Victoria, where all the prin- 
cipal steamers either slart or call. It is 
much cheaper to book right through 
from England."

Protest Against Barbarities to " Indentured 
Natives "— Hardsliips of Life in the 
Southern Colonies, 

Although the boast is timeworn that 
no slave ie found where floats the flag of 
Britain, late advices from West Aus- 
tralia point to tliat colony as a living 
contradiction. For years jiast and to 
the present hour, slavery has existed 
there under the thin dieiiuiso of native 
contract labor, and the authorities have 
gone BO far as to admit the tight of 
parents to ijind their oll'sjiring to life 
servitude or of niasiora to transfer their 
laborers [ireciEely in the same manner 
as other chattels. Latterly the unfor- 
tunate slaves have murmured bitterly of 
oppression and on the IGth of October a 
story of diabolical cruelty reached Syd- 
ney which will probably prove the key- 
note to an active and effectual anti- 
tlavHry campaign — for the Australian 
pu'uic, now thoroughly aroused to an 
utiderstandini: of the situation, promise 
energetic action. To quote the Sydney 
Herab' , the climax reached last month 
" can nuly ho compared with the darkest 
pictures of alava lifo drawn by Harriet 
Beecher Stowe. Two brutal white over- 
seers on the PreEcott plantation tied a 
number of ' abBconding indentured 
natives ' to a wliipping-post, and Hogged 
them until tlieir backs ran blood. 
They then compelled the unfortunate 
blacks to walk a long distance 
without water— this in a sub-tropical 
climate — with the result that three died 
in chains on the march and others were 
covered with festering wounds. For 
" absconding indentured natives, read 
' runaway slaves,' " saya the Herald, 
" and we get at the truth of the matter. 
Away in tbe thinly settled districts uf 
tropical and sub-tropical Australia, the 
squatters employ none but natives who 
are life-bondsnien, and unhappily men 
of the Simon Lonree type are not want- 
ing among their masters." 

A letter received by the New Zealand 
mail from a former Wellington resident 
telle a sorry story of the state of tilings 
existing in New .South Wales. The 
writer left New Zealand some twelve 
months since, and thia ie his verdict : 

" I hojjo you have no thought at any 
time of coming to live here. VVliat with 
the droughts, ttie fearful heat in thesum- 
mer time, the plagues of locusts, cater- 
pillars and raboils, enakea, mosquitoes, 
flies of all sorts, black and red ants, 
flooda which cover hundreds of square 
miles, dust storms which penetrate 
every house and make living a misery, 
orchards infested with every known 
description of blight, mildew, fungus 
and lichon, 1 wiah 1 had never come to 
New Soutli Wales, but stopped where I 
waa. 

" Livint; of every kind is much dearer 
than in New /.ealand. All tlairy pro- 
duce id hij,di. The milk ia dear and very 
tioor. House rent ie something dreadful 
for ])oor folk, a small five-roomed liouEe 
running into 15b. per week. Beggars of 
all sorts Bwarm, so much so that the 
government, annoyed at the way they 
swarmed round the Federal delegates, is 
taking etepa to abate the naisance, and 
tlie police have had a blind man and a 
cripple arrested. Add to this fact that 
employment is almost inipoBsible to find 
at any price, and I think you will a;;reo 
with me that there are woreo places than 
New Zealand to livo in." 

An explosion, purjioaely caueed, oc- 
curred recently at the Lucknow mine iu 
N.S.W., where tbe miners have been on 
strike for sonio montlia past. Tlie mine 
owners and the governniiint iiavi! jointly 
offered £500 reward for the conviction of 
the parties responaible for the explosion ; 
while forty of the strikers have iasuetl 
writs for .t.'j.OOO each against the Sydney 
Jlorning Herald, the Daily Telegraph 
and Mr. Lock, manager of the mine. 
The action against the newspapers ia for 
the manner in which they coupled the 
strikers with ttie news of tbe exploeion, 
and against tbe manager for his tele- 
gram to the secretary of tbe company 
detailing the matter. 

Taupo has of late become quite a lively 
island, with earth(|uakes every thirty 
seconds for upwards of a fortnight and a 
consequent active movement in pro- 
perties of all deacriptiona. Tlio shakes 
have been especially violent in the hilla 
and a late item of news in consequence 
is that a piece of tlie lip of the crater of 
Ngauruhoe on tbe northern side, has 
disappeared — presumably into the 
crater.
